Befides it is abfurd to 
argue for Remiffion of Sins in Purgatory, which 
they themfelves acknowledg to be a Place appoint- 
ed for Punifhment of thote Sins of Men dying in 
God's Favor, who had not made full fatisfa@tion 
for them upon Earth. And it is but begging the 
Queftion, to fay chat the World to come muft needs 
be the intermediate Time between Death and the 
Refurrection, fiuce in Scripture it is always taken 
for the Time following the Refurrection. If we 
appeal to the other Evangelifts for the true uncon. 
ftrained Sen of this Place, we fhall find it im- 
ports no more than chat the Sin againft the Holy 
Ghoft thall never be Forgiven. But fuppofing 
with the Romani/ts that fome Sins may be forgiven 
after Death, how does this prove a Purgatory? 
Suppofe fome, that died in Rebellion againft 
God, may be reconciled to his Favour after Death, 
muft this necds imply that in order to this Recon- 
ciliation they muft firft be Tormented in a 
Place called Purgatory ? With as juft Reafon 


might they draw this Conclufion from any other 
Text in che whole Bible.

A, The having or living with two or aiore 
Wives at once, cannot be the Thing here meanr; 
for the Law of Nature, of Mofes, and of Chrift 
torbid this generally to all; and therefore there 
cou'd be no great et in any one that keps 
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it, 10 diftinguith him from other ordinary Mea, 
‘Lhe Apoftle might according to this fenfe as well 
alfo have inftanced, that a Bifhop muft nox be an 
Adulterer, a Sodomite, or a Murtherer, as not a 
Bigamus. A bare abftgining trom fuch flagrant 
Crimes cannot be ‘papgied to he mentioned as a 
part of the Charaéter Of a Man of Merit, Nel- 
ther can the ordinary Digamy be here meant, or 
the Marrying a fecond Wite after the Deceale of 
theformer. For this contains nothing {o reproach- 
fal or blameable, as to be a Crime in a Perfon in 
Holy Orders. If the Wife dies foon after Mar- 
riage withour Bearing of Chiidren, why may not 
a fecond Marriage be alluwable to any Perion, 
fince ittends as much to the Ends of its Inftiruticn 
as the former ? This Prohibition is nor found in 
the Laws of any Nation, and the Apofitle is elle- 
where clear, that when the Husband is Dead, the 
Woman is free to Marry another Man, Kom. 7. 3. 
and the fame Liberty muft by Parity of Reafon be 
allowed the Man. There istherefore a third Noti- 
ou which will very well agree to this Place, vz. 
Marriage after a Divorce. He that was guilty of 
this, was under no Cenfure by humane Laws, ei- 
ther of Fews or Romans; but by the Apofties Di- 
rection be is thought unworthy of Holy Orders: 
He requires the fame Purity and Perfection in {uch 
as are to be Minifters of the Gofpel, as was in the 
High-Prieft among the ews, who was neither to 
be a Poligamift, nor to marry again after a Di- 
vorce, nor marry one thar was Divorced.

A, Indico is an Herb which is preduced all over 
the Weft-Indies, and mcft of the Caribbe Mflands. 
Dampier informs us, that it grows a Foot and halt 
or two Foor high, ful! of fmall Branches, and the 
Branches ful! of Leaves, refembling thofe that grow 
on Flax, but more thick and f{ubftantial. They 
cer this Herb or Shrub and caft into a large Ci- 
{tern made in the Ground for that purpofe, which 
is half full of Water. The Indico ftaik or Herb 
remains in the Water till all the Leaves and Bark 
rot off, and in amanner diffolve, After this the 
thrub or woody Part is taken our, and the Water, 
which is likeInk, fettles, and the Indico falls to the bot- 
tom of the Ciftern like Mud. When ir is thus 
feccled they draw off the Water, and take the Mud 
and lay it in the Sun ro dry; which there becomes 
hard, as we fee it brought to us.

by feveral ways, that the Turks have re~ 
folved to declare War againft the Czar of Mufcovy 
and the King of Poland, and are according 
making great Preparations both by Sea and Land- 
that the fame is confirmed by Letters from Duraz- 
zo, which tell them that the Baffa of Albania has 
recieved Orders to fend the Forces in his Goyerne 
ment towards Adrianople, and to raife a confider- 
able Numer of Foot; That by a Ship arrived in 
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$0 Days from Conftantinople there is Advice, thac 
Mufcovite Ambaffador is committed Prifoner in che 
Seven Towers, fo that there is no longer donbr 
of any open Rrpuure between that Port and Muf- 
covy, The Letters ftom the Hague, January 23d. 
Advife that General Staremberg is arrived at Bar- 
eclona with 1500 Horfe, being followed by his 
Yafantry ; but as they have that Intelligence from 
France, it ought not to be credited more than their 
other Advices, that all the Letters from Turkey 
confirm that the Turks are making great Prepara- 
tions of War againft the Czar, but they Write 
from Poland, that that Prince is refolved to pre- 
vent his Enemies, and march into Turky with a 
great Army before rhe Infidels have affembied their 
Forces,
